No  implement  put  upon  this  market  in  many  years  has  so  surprised  and  delighted

The  load  rests  on  the  four  corners,  close  to  the  wheels,  instead  of  in  the 
middle  of  the  axles,  thus  increasing  the  strength  of  the  wagon  and  evenly  distributing 
the  weight  of  the  load. 

5th.  Whilst  we  do  not  claim  it  to  be  a  spring  wagon,  under  each  corner  of  the 
bed  there  is  an  enclosed  heavy  spiral  spring  having  about  \\  inches  play,  that  prevents 
the  hard  concussion  that  is  so  injurious  to  the  life  of  a  Avagon.
